It is, of course, evident that., 
in tho hands of a skillful man, a cool und in- 
telligent man, tho inagazino gun is n power- 
ful weapon. 33ut tbo average soldier, especial- 
ly him from tho rural districts, Ls awkward, 
stupid, and excitable, Onco lot him get to 
work on the iovor of tho magazine gun, und 
it is ten to ono ho fires every shot in his mjig- 
azine regardless of range, or broiUcs the lever; 
and i'f, as is likely, it should prove difiicult Co 
restrain his ardor, tho quick handling of 
troops, change of front, and thu like might 
bo seriously impeded, 


\Vhoever may havo followed r.ho various 


trials that Lave been made with tho maga- 
zine gun in tho hands oC tlie common soliiier, 
or at U-ast thoso frcw which havo been pub- 
Ushod, can scarcely fai'. of surpi-iso that the 
great powers, ono and all, should have de- 
cided to adopt it. Of course it is to bo ex- 
pccteil that continual handling will bring n 
certuin amount of precision; lint in thcuedays 
of great armies, when 1.000,000 :r.en are set 
uliold by a single power, it is necessary to
